VICTORY FOR 


ORDERS RETRIAL 
IN DREYFUS CASE 


French Court of Cassation 
After Three Days’ Hearing | 
Rules in Favor of 
the Ex-Captain. 


DEFENSE. 


Restoration of Former Officer's 
‘Good Name Now Considered 
by His Friends as As- 
sured. 


PARIS, March 5.—The criminal branch of 
the Court of Cassation today granted the 
appeal of Alfred Dreytus for a revision of his 
trial at Rennes. 

The court held that a sufficient showing had 
been made to warrant a reopening of the 
case, and ordered a supplementary investiga- 
tion for the purpose of establishing all the 
doubtful points which have been the bases 


for the present application to reopen the | 


case. 
Is Another Triumph for Dreyfus. 
The decision is another marked success for 
Dreyfus, although it is not yet final, owing 


to the extended supplementary investigation 


which must follow the court's decision. 

The decision was given at the close of the 
third day’s hearing. Comparatively little 
public interest has been taken in the sessions 
of the court, and the courtroom was almost 


deserted, there being less than fifty persons 


present at the final session. Among these 


were Maitre Labori, the famous lawyer who 


defended Dreyfus at Rennes, and several 
members of the Dreyfus family. 

The court’s decision does not discuss the 
merits of the case. It merely recites the 
various steps taken in behalf of a revision 
of the trial, declares that these steps con- 
form with the legal requirements of the 
French code, and concludes with the state- 
ment that the documents presented warrant 
the court fn receiving the appeal, but do not 
permit a final judgment. 

Therefore, the supplementary investiga- 
tion is ordered. It is expected that this in- 
vestigation will take some time, perhaps 
two or three months, as it involves hearing 
oral testimony and a thorough sifting of the 


evidence on the points which thus far have |- 


been presented through documents. 


Final Settlement Still Remote. 
The ultimate form of the final decision also 
remains open. The criminal branch of the 
Court of Cassation will conduct the supple- 
mentary inv tion, and thereafter its 
findings will be presented by the united 
branch of the Court of Cassation, which is 


_the supreme and final civil authority. It is 
‘the expectation of the highest government 


euthorities that the court’s final decision 
will rehabilitate Dreyfus. but the Court of 
Caasation has the right to order another 


trial before.a.military court. end 


Most of the day was given to the address 
of Maitre Mornard, one of Dreyfus’ counsel. 
He covered much the same ground as Attor- 
ney General Baudoin and Counselor Boyer, 
arguing that the case made against Dreyfus 
was a tiasue of invention. He closed with an 
eloquent appeal, saying that the honor of the 
army and.-its officers demanded the removal 


of the stain of this unjust conviction. 


? Labori Leaves Courtroom. 
An incident occurred during M. Mornard’s 


address. Counsel referred to Dreyfus’ great 


qualities of heart and exalted character, and 
turned towards M. Labor! as if making a 
personal appeal to have his statements con- 
firmed. Thereupon M. Labori arose and left 
the courtroom, causing some commotion. 

M. Labori was quoted as saying in the cor- 
ridor that he did not wish by his presence 
to confirm the eulogy pronounced upon his 
former client’s heart. and character. 

Following M. Mornard’s address the court 
retired, remafned closeted for an hour, and 
then returned and gave out the decision sus- 
taining the appeal for a revision of the trial 
and ordering a supplementary investigation. 
This decision from the highest tribunal in 
France goes a long way towards the complete 
rehabilitation of Dreyfus, the subsequent 
steps being generally regarded as formalities 
for carrying out this favorable attitude of the 
court. 

Labori and Dreyfus at Outs. 

Regarding the Labori incident, it is a mat- 
ter of common gossip that the relations be- 
tween the lawyer and Dreyfus had greatly 
changed since the Rennes trial, which was 
concluded in September, 1809. M. Labori’s 
friends are reported to have said that 
Dreyfus had treated his lawyer shamefully. 
M. Labori, it was added, did not conceal his 
regret for these circumstances, but he was 
as ardent as ever, declaring in private that 
Dreyfus was wrongfully convicted, the 
slightest suggestion to the contrary being 
sufficient to send the lawyer into a passion- 
ate fury of denunciation of Dreyfus’ de- 
tractors. 


CIGAR CAUSES THEATER PANIC. 


Women and Children at Baltimore Mati- 
_ mee Rush for Exits—Orchestra Plays 
“Dixie’”’ and Alarm Subsides. 


Baltimore, Md., March 5.—[Special.]—Vis- 
ions of a repetition of the Iroquois theater 
horror presented themselves to the mass of 
people that packed Ford’s grand opera house 
this afternoon. “‘ Mrs. Wiggs of the Cabbage 
Patch " was being presented and the audil- 
ence was composed in the main of women 
and children. 

The curtain had just risen for the first 
act when a man came in with a lighted cigar. 
Inetead of throwing it away he thrust it 
in his coat pocket and took a seat in the 
orchestra. His coat began to smoke and 
the smell of burning cloth pervaded the 
house. Some one cried fire and the entire 
thoater was in an uproar. Men, women, 
and children, shrieking, screaming, and 
fighting, struggled toward the exits. 

The entire cast was brought to the foot- 
lights, as if the play was still going on, and 
the orchestra struck up “ Dixie.” Every 
door was thrown open, permitting the people 
to pour out into the big lobby. When they 
found there was no danger they returned to 
their seats.

Cut of 5+ Per Cent. 


TRUCE IS ‘HELD POSSIBLE. 


Acceptance of Proposal Means. Reduc- 
tion in Pay of $18,000,000. 


Indianapolis, Ind., March 6.—[Special.J~ 
The second joint conference of coal] opera- 
tors and miners adjourned sine die today 
without reaching an agreement, the latter 
delegates voting to reject the offer of a two 
years’ wage scale equivalent to a reduction 
of 5% per cent. President Mitchell says the 
action means a strike, which will affect 
825,000 union men. In view of the fact that 
all the leaders of the mineworkers advised 
the acceptance of the operators’ proposition, 
it is thought the way may be paved for a 
truce and resumption of negotiations look- 
ing to a settlement of the dispute. : 


Referendum to Determine. 

The proposition to strike will be referred 
to a referendum vote of the miners of the 
four states forming the competitive district. 
This action may be ordered by the miners 
in convention Monday morning. Ifthe locals 
vote: against the proposition operators say 
a strike is inevitable. Opinion among thé 
miners tonight was divided.

Delegates Follow Orders. 

Following a meeting with the operators, 
the miners held a heated executive session, 
many of the delegates asserting they were 
bound by instructions and could not vote for 
any reduction. 

The terms offered by the operators which 
{f accepted would result in a total reduction 
of $18,000,000 in wages for the soft coal 
miners of the country are as follows: 
Reduction of 5 cents a ton in the cost of mining one 

and one-quarter inch mesh screened lump coal, 
pick mining, in western Pennsylvania thin vein, 
the Hocking valley, the basing district of Ohio, 
and in both the bituminous and block mines in 
indiana. 

Reduction of $ cents a ton on mine run pick mining 
in the bituminous districts of Indiana and Ilinois. 

Reduction of 4 cents a ton on screened lump coal in 
western Pennsylvania thin vein and in the Hock- 
ing valley and the basing district of Ohio. 

Reduction of 8 cents a ton on the mine run ma- 
chine mining in Indiana and Illinois. 

Reduction of 14 centa a day in wages of track 
layers, etc., who have been receiving $2.52 a day. 
Reduction of 9 cents a day in wages of all other 
Gay laborers who have been receiving $2.36 a day.

LOCAL REFORMS FIRST MOVE 


President J. W. Nye Says Bad Repnta- 
tion Has Checked Growth. 


Setting forth as its alm the creation of a 
better Chicago, a city,which shall be the 
most desirable for residence and the most 
advantageous for business in the United 
States, the Citizens’ alliance yesterday an- 
nounced its principal officers. The program 
of the association Is simple. It is as follows: 

By the enforcement of law against rich and poor, 
employer and worker, suppress the abuses habitu- 
ally charged to the city. 

Then advertise the fact that Chicago offers at- 
tractions possessed by no other city in America. 


* By virtue of its geographical and com- 
mercial location Chicago should be growing 
-more rapidly than it is,”’ declared James W. 
Nye, the new president of the alliance. The 
wealthy men from all the central states 
should naturally gravitate to this city as to 
a center. They should come here to live when 
they have made their fortunes, and should 
add to the revenues of the municipality. 


Should Be Great Summer Resort. 

“We should receive a great summer plil- 
grimage from the southern cities. Oursum- 
mer climate is unrivaled, as THe TRIBUNS 
has for years pointed out. But the people 
from the warmer sections of the land, scared 
away by the reports circulated of Chicago, 
pass us by and hasten to the northern re- 


sorts. 
“No city in the world has better and 


' cheaper fuel. Our transportation facilities 


excel] those of any other place on the globe. 
Why, we ask, has Chicago’s growth Sslack- 
ened in the last few years? 
.“ Labor and capital have been fighting 
almost constantly. There has been too 
much of strikes, lockouwts, boycotts, of in-

We are 
optimistic and believe that the police and 
other departments of the city would rather 
do their duty than not if properly supported 
by the public, and we shall support them and 
then go out and try to complete any task they 
leave half done.”

Municipal League Issues State- 
ment for Guidance of Dem- 
ocrats Next Wednesday. 


FOR HERRMANN. 


Conditions in Five Other Dis- 
tricts Reviewed and Best 
| Men Named.

The hang- 
ers-on of Mont Tenmes are fighting Herr- 
mann becauge the ‘graft’ committee for 
good cause brought about the revocation of 
Tennes’ license. 


Says Dudley Is Utterly Unfit. 

“The candidates opposing Herrmann for 
the nomination are Will A. Dudley and 
George G. May. Dudley was brought out and 
is being backed by John McGillen. He has 
no qualifications for alderman. He is the 
publisher of a small advertising sheet called 
the Owl, which prints as its motto: ‘Take 
all in sight and hustle for more.’ Just a few 
days before John McGillen had told him he 
was a candidate for alderman Dudley pub- 
lished this editorial paragraph in his paper:

Son Has One Wife. 

Mr. Worthington asked regarding Preai-

Of course 
our own rules cOmmanded that we obey the 
constitution of the land, but we fought the 


validity of the new laws from the lowest to |. 


the highest court, and when it was settled 
by the Supreme court of the Uni States 
that plural marriages could no longer be 
indulged in, of course we were inclined to 


“But we had a revelation on our own 
Statute books im regard to plural marriages 
and it was necessary to obey that in order to 
obtain certain bless! that could not be re- 
ceived without obeying it. Whether we 
should obey the law of the land or continue 
to practice the law of the church was a seri. 
ous question. 


“We hold that the president of the church 
ls @ntitied to receive revelations inspired by 
the Aimighty God. President Woodruff 
sought guidance from the Lord, and the Lord 
made it manifest to him that it was his duty 
to..stop..plural marriages. He proclaimed 
that revelation, and it was subm{ to the 
intire church and accepted by entire 
ehurch, and thus became binding. and from 
that day to this the law of the land has been 
kept so far as plural marfiages are con- 

. But there is a great difference be- 
tween taking a plural wife, contrary to 
law, and taking care of the wives taken be- 
fore it was a violation of the law. 

»*I would not desert my wives. I would 
not abandon my children. I will run my 
fisks before the law.” 


He showed more feeling than he had 
at any previous time exhibited as he leaned 
forward and said: 
~~ But it is to the laws of Utah that I am 
epewerable; it is the law of my state that 
bas the right to punish me.

“The church gave me my wives, and I do 
not think the church could be consistent in 
taking them,’’ said Mr. Smith in answer toa 
Guestion as to why he did not agree to the 
Woodruff manifesto. 

Reptying to Chairman Burrows, Mr. Smit 
said that he does not teach polygamy, and 
nddeq: “I am not openly and obnoxiously 
practicing polygamous cohabitation.”

Germany is geographically smaller than our single state of Texas. A state 
as large as Illinois could be sliced off Texas and leave: jt still precisely 
as*large as the German empire in Europe. In 1900, however, the popula- 
tion of this German area no larger than Texas was 56,367,178, or only 
about 20,000,000 less than the whole United States. The per capita pro- 
ductien of potatoes in Germany im 1902 was 28.27 bushels; that of the 
United States 3.78 bushels. Yet we call this a great potato country! 

Until quite recently it has been presumed that Germany’s great annual 
crop of potatoes was largely absorbed by its numefous distilleries. But 
late statistics show that barely one-sixteenth of production is turned 
into alcohol. Germany’s per capita consumption is another of the sur-

The great difference is explained by the well known fact that in several 
rural quarters of Germany people live almost wholly-on potatoes and coffee.

The general popu- 
lation at the sametime increased from 1,297,640 to 1,343,460. In 1880 the 
proportion of prison entries to the general population was 2.32 per cent. — 

The German empire presents the same optimistic features. The crim- 
ina) record of Prussia, the leading state of the empire, is gradually going 
down in all’ matters of grave offense. By the latest official reports the 


daily average in all serious penitentiary offenses has decreased on the 


whole, with few intermissions, from the aggregate number of 21,078 in 
1881-82 (the same being at the rate of 9.94 per 10,000 inhabitants over 18 
years of age, which is the age limit) down to 15,130 daily average in 1901, 


daily averages in two decades. 


In the aggregate the German states as a whole may have inéreased 
the criminal ratio, as, for instance, the total number of convictions between 
the years of 1890 and 1897 rose from 381,450, or 112 in every 40,000 inhab- 
itants, to 463,585, or 126.2 in every 10,000—an increase of 1.44 per cent 


in that time; but it must be borne in mind that the preponderance of these 


convictions is in the nature of petty offenses punishable by light jail sen- 


tences and admonitions. Crimes against the person have increased, while 


those agaimst property have had a tendency in the other direction. -

Many business men join certain expensive clubs for no other reason 
than to have a place to entertain handsomely men from whom ‘they expect 
to get business. Nearly all men who haye out of town customers whom 
they have a good excuse for entertaining do this. Others whose business 
is more narrowly restricted consider their club privileges a part of their 
business capital, for to entertain a man at one’s chib ms’much less 
crudely obvious than to entertain him at some public place. Some men go 
further and do not hesitate to use their social or family position to further 
their business interests. In the social world a single introduction is some* 
times the favor with which business is bought. 


But this “ showing a man a good time” as a means of gaining his favor 


is less practiced ¢han it used to be. Once you frankly tréated a man to 
cigars and set up the drinks if you could get the opportunity in order to 
create the necessary atmosphere of good fellowship before asking him for 
business. If you could make the opportunity you took him out for “a 
social time,” entertained him with your raciest stories, and if you dared 


you ventured on a sly bit of flattery. But the tone of the commercial world 
has been raised several degrees pretty much all over the country in the . 


last few years, and men in the same line of business as those who accepted 


your drinks and cigars ten years ago today would be insulted if you offered 
them such a sop in order to gain business. The standard of education and 
the general social tone of the commercial world have been so raisefl you 
have to know a business acquaintance a long time before you dare ask him 
out to dinner. 

Has, then, the old method of gaining business through frienchip fallen 
into disuse? Not a bit of it. It is as much in force as ever it was—even

Like Germany, we produce in the United States just about enough 
potatoes for our own use. Occasionally, when there is a crop failure, we 
import a few million bushels. Fewer still are exported. The years of 
our greatest importations were 1898, 4,314,021 bushels, costing us $2,066,- 
589; 1895, 1,341,533 bushels, costing $693,554; 1902, 7,656,162 bushels, 
costing $3,160,801, The great importations in 1902 were compelled by a 
shortage ‘of 23,000,000 bushels in the crop of 1901. But that year, strange- 
ly enough, German production increased by the enormous total of 297,695,- 
400 bushels, or more than the aggregate greatest crop ever grown in the 
United States. In fact, owing to their superior methods of cultivation, 
there are fewer crop failures in Germany. 

+ In 1908 our importations: of potatoes fell to the infinitesimal amount 
of 358,505 bushels. Our crop in 1902 was the second greatest in the history 

_of the country. In 1902 few of our importations apparently came from 
Germany. We took 3,432,883 bushels from Great Britain and 2,587,362 
bushels from Belgiuat, but it is highly probable that some of these Belgian 
potatoes came out of Germany. The year of our greatest exportations 
was 1897—926,646 bushels—hardly worth mentioning. . 

The price of food potatoes in Germany is only about one-half that paid 
for them in the United States. For the four year period ending with 1902 
the average price in the German empire was 23.13 cents per bushel of 
sixty pounds; here a fraction over 50 cents, the highest on record, largely 
caused by the extraordinary prices paid in 1902, on accownt of the previous 
short crop. For a dozen years the average price in this country has not 
varied much from 48 cents. These are farm valu In some sections of 
the interior farm values are mucli lower than this Average. 

Yet, owing to the greater yield per acre, in Germany the farm returns 
from potatoes are considerably higher per acre than in this country. For 

_ the four year period mentioned the market value yield per acre in Ger- 
many was but a shade less than $45; in the United States a fraction over 
$41. This difference is obtained notwithstanding the fact that the potatoes 
consymed in Germany for manufacturing purposes bring only an average 
of 16.17 "cents per bushel. A good many potatoes are used in the manu- 
facture of starch in this country, and some for other manufacturing pur- 
poses. They are too valuable for food and cost too much here to be di- 
verted to manufactures to any large extent. |

output of the two countries, farm prices: |

The Netherlands shows a decline of 50 per cent from 1889 to 1897, 
while in her convictions for petty offenses she shows a net loss of 38 to 
‘every 10,000 of population during the same period. 

Among the Latin races France gives us a lowering in her “ Court 
d’Assizes ” of from 3,082 in 1884 to 2,372 in 1895, while correctional tribu- 
nils and police courts yeport a variational ratio decrease in all minor 
offenses of from 175.2 per 10,000 inhabitants in 1884 to 162.1 per 10,000 in 
1895. The total number in her reformatories also decreased from 6,387 
in 1895 to 6,118 in : ; 

Italy shows a variable record, registering a material increase in crime 
before her Pretors and correctional tribunals for the five years 1881-1886 
and 1896, avhile during the same period the number of convictions in her 
higher (Assizes) courts for graver offenses shows a lowering of from 5,718 


to 8;345 respectively. 


In the United States the progress of crime, when compared by itself, 
850 there was one criminal in 
every 3,442 of the population. In 1860 the number had increased to one 
in every 1,647, while 1870 showed one to each 1,171 inhabitants. In 1880 
we had one in every 885 and in 1490 the ratio had grown to the proportion 
of one in every 757. This, covering a single period of forty years dating 
from 1850 to 1890, shows an increase ratio of prisoners for serious offenses 
12.22 times as large as between first and latter date, representing, on the 
whole, a steady average increase of 85.97 per cent to each decade, as against 
a like average increase of but 28.27 per cent in the mother population. This, 
however, oes not augur such an alarming increase of erime when we

The official posting of the hog 
weight for the first four days of the week 
at 198 Ibs, and the preponderance of light- 
weights in the receipts, supposedly intiuenced 
some of the day’s covering. One broker said: 
“I think the hog situation will make the 
market next week.” 

“The ~wheat market has steadied a little 
and had oné or two reactions from its sharp 
decline,” says Bennett, “ but there is not 
the vim and vigor on the buying side. which 
} Were so notable when pices were going up 
without interruption. A renewed advance 
and: higher prices ever. are still posst- 
ble on the war scare and on crop scares, if 
the public should come back into the mar- 
ket with anything like the confidence which 
was being shown a week or two ago. But 
it looks much as though ge public had had 
enough of the game and” been thoroughly 
scared out for the present. If that is the 
case, the bearish considerations which have 
been in existence all along, but have had 
little weight, will begin to have more effect.

The wheat market will be particularly sus- 
ceptible to any indications of relief for: tha 
drought in the southwest. There have been 
a good many predictions of rain or snow for 
Kansas during the winter which went wrong, 
but, there was a low barometer coming up 
from Texas yesterday, the forecast was for 
rain or’snow all through the southwest, and 
a report of rain at Norton, Kas., which came 
during the session, made the trade believe 
there might be sure enough reliéf this time. 

The contributions of contract oats from 
private houses are increasing. There were 
74 cars and 349,000 bu out of the mixing 
housés last week, a total of nearly 500,00u 
bu, while there were 45 cars of contract 
grade in the receipts. The additions of con- 
tract corn are on a smaller scale, but they 
show signs of increasing.

Decide to Adopt Family.

* them the older people were reminded that

No Precedent in Illinois. 

™ Why, I never heard of such a thing!" ex-

possible in Chicago. “Such a deed 
would make of this woman’s children her own 
Brothers and sisters, legally speaking. In 
the event of her second marriage, they 
would become brothers-in-law to their step- 
father. And I can find no precedent, under 
thé laws of Illinols, for the legal adoption of 
ah individual now legally of age.” 

“ But there has been no decision against it, 
your honor,”” submitted Mr. Wodrich’s at- 
torney, to whom this side of the question had 
miready afforded much anxious considera- 
tion. a Nor are there any objections to be 


raised. 

“Are you willing that these children 
gnoulad be adopted by Mr. and Mrs. Wod- 
righ?” asked Judge Carter, turnifig to the 
brother of the late John Krueger, then in 
wurt, because of a natura! interest {n his 
Vephews.

Can’t Understand Dodge’s Motives. 


Why did Dodge take this action at so late 
a date? 

The lawyers who have at different times 
been mixed up in the case frankly admit 
that if the question could be answered in a 
Satisfactory manner much of the mystery 
would be cleared up instanter. 

At this time the tmpecunious car steward 
suddenly became a High roller. He was 
nightly in view along Broadway exhibiting

» sional conduct in the matter, got together 
Mr Ruger’s papers and from them he ex- 
tracted sundry letters. They wholly vin- 
dicated him. 

Dodge found early that the grand jury of 
the county of New York had been advised 
of the whole proceeding. He learned in some 
mysterious way that.a perjury charge had 
been made nst him for swearing that he 
had never been served with the papers in 
the divorce, when these letters, apparentiy 
written by him, admitted the service so ex-

Imagine Count Rumford, wisest of philosophers, spend- 
ing four years in courting La Voisser's widow, yet writing 
of her later: “I have the misfortune to be married to one 
of the most imperious, tyrannical. unfeeling women that ever 
existed, whose perseverance in following an object is only 
equaled by her wickedness in framing it.” 

Guizot, the great Frenchman, had a remarkable case of 
infatuation, he having fallen in love with a woman through 
her contributions to a Paris paper, and then when she, stil] 
unknown to him, fell ill, continuing them under her name in 
order that her income might not cease. 

Mme. Talléyrand in her early youth was married to an 
officer of the Dutch East Indies. He divoreed her on account 
of a love affair with Sir Philip Francis, who is supposed to 
have written those famous Ictters of Junius. She came back 


to her native France and married Talleyrand, the most 


astute and most brilliant man of a singularly brilliant epoch. 
As his wife she one day entertained at dinner her ex-husband, 
her ex-lover, the lawyer who defended her, the lawyer who 


prosecuted her, and the judge who-pronounced the decree of . 


divorce. 
M. Rostand Fortunate in Love. 

M. Rostand has been as fortunate in love as in literature, 
and has an interesting romance. In early youth he met the 
girl he afterward married. Rosemond Gerard was her 
name, and she was young, gay, sensible, “‘ blonde like Ophe- 
lia, but not so mournful.’’ She wrote verses of her own. 
Sometimes she recited them at Leconte de Lisle’s, where 
young Rostand was in the habit of going. During the few 
months which preceded their marriage the congenial tastes 
and temperaments of the two young people drew them 
together in a delightful intercourse, of which they have both 
written, Mme Rostand in “ Pipeaux”’ and M. Rostand in 
* Musardises.”’ 

Alexandre Dumas at 70 tells the story of “ La Dame Aux 
Camellias ’’—tells how he, a youth of 20, had a romantic at- 
tachment for Marie Plessis, a woman who had been famous 
in her day in Paris, but who was dying when he knew her.

D’Annunzio, who never loses an opportunity to advertise 
himself, resented Provost's strictures by a telegram contain- 
ing gross insults.

Whittier’s Sad Romance. 

The secret of the long tachelor life of John G, Whittier,, 
the Quaker poet, was revealed by the death In extreme old age} 
of the woman he once loved and from whom he was parted. 
She was Evelina Bray, born in Marblehead, Maas., in 1810. 
They attended school together as youth an maiden, and Hy- 
ing in the same neighborhood they saw much of each other, 

But when Whittier went to visit his love at her home & 
little later in life he was not admitted to the house. Migs 


Bray's parents were firmly set against any love affair be- 


tween the couple. At the age of 19 Whittier and Miss Bray, 
who was but 17, resolved that they should part and never see 
each other again. The wonder is that they should have kept 
the promise. Miss Bray, moving to the west, married a cler- 
gyman named William 8S. Downey, who became a street 
preacher and tract dietributer in the fervor of his zeal. 

Many years had elapsed when by chance Downey learned 
of his wife’s early love for Whittier and wrote for financial 
help in preaching the word in neglected corners. Whittier 
suspected—what was indeed the truth—thet the Downeys 
might be personally in want and sent the husband money. 
The husband strove to keep the transaction secret, but Mmm 
Downey, hurt im her pride by this infraction of good taste 
more than by any sting of poverty, sent the money back te 
Whittier with a gentle letter containing no hint of her poy- 
erty. 

When Whittier died he left considerable property, of which 
$10,000 was devised to the “ Amesbury Home for Old Wom- 
en,” as if in prophetic vision of the day, which finally came, 
when Mrs. Downey applied for admiesion to the home as 8 
youth friend of the poet.
